Many members of the house insist 
that the agreement entered into be- 
tween the representatives of the Unit-- 
ed States and Canada is not a treaty in 
the strict sense of the word and that, 
unlike treaties submitted to the senate 
for ratification, it is not necessary to 
accept it without a change or reject 
it. 

It is generally believed, however, 
‘that any attempt on the part of con- 
gress to change the proposed treaty 
would bring the negotiations to a halt. 
If congress has a right to amend them 
ithe Canadian parliament has a similar 


right, and while the Canadian min- 
istry is undoubtedly in a position to 
force the treaty through parliament 


regardless of the dissatisfaction which 
{is said to exist In certain quarters, it 
is regarded here as extremely doubtful 
{f the ministry would concede to the 
United States the right to amend and 
deny it to its own legislative body. It 
{s apparent, therefore, that once eith- 
er legislative body insists on amend- 
ment the negotiations will be pro- 
lonssd indefinitely if, indeed, they 
nre not terminated abruptly.

Montreal Board of Trade Is Hostile to

fon of the whole country on this ques- 
tion and receive a definite mandate 
thereon before committing it to a 
change so revolutionary as this re- 
versal of its entire policy, threatening 
not only the trade, but also the more 
vital interests of Canada as a nation.” 

A committee composed of the mem- 
bers of the council and a number of!

pointed to wait upon the government 
and place the resolution before it.

“For some time past a _ condition} 
has developed whereby the quarry 
operators have been furnishing stock 
from one inch to three inches above 
the size ordered, and while this en- | 
tails a loss of 10 per cent. to 20 on! 
their business, the manufacturers 
have reaped no benefit. It has now] 
been agreed between the undersigned! 
quarry owners that from date of new | 
price list stock will be quarried as} 
close as possible to size ordered, and | 
all quarry foremen will be instructed | 
accordingly. Further, that no allow-} 
ance or replacement of stone shipped} 
to customers will be made, provided |

TEACH IN MODERN STYLE. 


Contemplating Creating National Uni- 
versity and Smaller Schools. 


Already the Chinese government bas | 
zone further than is generally realized 
vutside of China in making effective | 
Its edict of educational reform, issued | 
five years ago. The Hongkong plan 
fppears to be in auticipation of the 
general scheme for coileges and uni 
versities. 

Under the governmental plan each 
province is to Lave its university, | 
which starts with the elementary | 
schools in each village, the higher or | 
grammar grade schools, the high 
ascending scale, all con 
trolled by provincial boards of educa- 
tion, which act more or less directly | 
through subordinate boards {in each | 
taotai’s and submaglistrate’s district. | 

Few government establishments have 
yet reached full college grade, largely 
because of lack of money, but in many 
cases becuuse of lack of students who | 
hxuve progressed in western learning 
far enough to begin proper college | 
work. | 

Late statistics report the total num.- | 
ber of educational institutions in Chi- 
na at 35,188, of which primary schools 
number 34,210, high schools. colleges, | 
girls’ seminaries and industrial schools | 
maklng up the balance. They report ! 
3.937 persons engaged in educationa? | 
work, 55,240 being at work in ele | 
Mentury grades. In these several in 
Stitutions there are 874,642 students, 
of whom 780,525 are of elementary 
grade. Taking 406,180,000 as the pop 
ulntion of China, this gives one stu: 
dent for each 464 inhabitants. |

Artificial Substitutes For Natura! 
Lenses Prove Successful. 

Dr. William C. Winslow of Boston, 
noted writer and former Episcopal 
minister, who lost his eyesight four 
years ago, has recovered his vision. 
Two artificial glass lenses have been 
substituted for the natural lenses, and 
he can see through them. 

With the cataracts the natural 
lenses of his eyes were removed. 
Glass lenses were substituted. These 
serve as well as the real ones. “The 
operation is regarded as one of the 
most remarkable ever performed and 
| ig the first of its kind. The glass 
lenses flash to the brain the picture 
upon which the eye rests. Without 


| them there is nothing but a glare of 


light.

The present tangled condition of 
affairs relafive to the State budget 
formed the basis of Representative 
Norman H. White's address before the 
Men's club of Christ church, Monday 
evening. Mr. White explained this 
subject to his audience and clearly 
and distinctly stated his position on 
it. He stated most emphatically that 
he had no objection whatsoever to the 
Governor being given power to inves- 
tigate, with or without the aid of ex- 
Perts, the acts of his committee, the 
Ways and Means, or the acts of any.

other committee. But he also stated, 


and stated just as emphatically, his 


firm belief that the same power of in- 
vestigation given the Governor should 
be given the committee or commit- 
tees involved. 

Mr. White in part spoke as _ fol- 
lows: 

“IT have no objection, whatsoever, 
to the Governor being given all the 
power he wants to investigate, with 
or without the aid of experts, all the 
institutions, commissions or boards 
of the state, and if he wants it, simi- 
lar power to investigate all the acts 
of the various committees on Beacon 
Hill as well, provided that the same 
power to investigate is given to the 
committee or committees involved. So 
far as I am concerned the Governor 
can have all the power he wants to 
investigate the recommendations for 
appropriations made by the Ways and 
Means committee, if similar power is 
at the same time given to that com- 
mittee, which alone is responsible for 
recommending appropriations. 

“But to give this power alone to 
the Governor would be unfair to the 
Ways and Means committee. It is 
that committee which is primarily re- 
sponsible to the people for the state 
expenditures. Any statement to the 
contrary is utter folly. The Governor 
is not responsible, and, under the 
Constitution, cannot be responsible. 

“If the Governor is to base his 
recommendations on the facts as they 
are reported to him by his experts, 
then the Whys and Means Commit- 
tee should be afforded the- same _ op- 
portunity of basing its recommenda- 
tions on the facts as reported to it "by 
its own experts. It is not fair that 
the Ways and Means committes, 


| which alone is primarily responsible 


to the people, should be forced to 
base its recommendations on_ the 
facts as given by the Governor's ex- 
perts unless it also has opportunity to 
investigate the findings of these ex- 
perts. That opportunity it does not 
now have.

There were two distinguished claim- 
aunts for the post of chief butler at the 
coronation of King Edward in 1902. 
One was the Duke of Norfolk and the} 
other Lord Mowbruy and Stourton. In| 


these men quoted the records of pre- 
vious coronations for several centuries 
and produced musty court documents | 
of great antiquity, which were submit- 
ted in proof of the righteousness of | 
their contentions. The Duke of Nor- | 
folk is the premier duke of England 
and the most prominent Roman Catho- 
lic, He is nlso very wealthy. 

The court of claims, which has to do 
With the settlement of procedure at 
the corunation function, {s now tn ses- 
sion. It is guided in its decisions by 
established precedent. The court dates 
buck to the reign of Richard II., 1877, 
when John Gaunt, duke of Lancaster, | 
the lord high steward, kept his court 
in Whitehall, Beginning with tbe cor- 
onation of Henry VILL. commissioners 
were nppointed to decide the questions, 
und these commissioners were later 
succeeded by the court of claims. The 
only Tecord of the court is the corona- 
tion rolls, on WHich the claiins are set 
down in some detail. 

At the coronation of King Edward 
there were three clafmants for the hon- 
or of carrying the great spurs. ‘The 
court refused to allow the claims of 
auy of the three, leaving it open for! 
the present court to restoge the right 
to a eclafmant. Carrying the spurs 
meant more in the days when English 
kings were tighters than it does now. 
The king lias plenty of spurs, but they 
are without the glamour which comes 
with victories In the field. 

Many Rival Claimants. 

“Most of the elnims of right were al- 
lowed subject to the king’s approval, 
but In some cases there were rival 
Claimants. For instance, both the, 
Duke of Neweastie and the Earl of 
Shrewsbury clafmed the right of sup- 
plying the glove for the king’s right 
hand sand supporting his majesty’s 
right arm while he is holding the scep- 
ter, and the first named claim was al- 
lowed, 

Three claims were made to the office 
of hereditary standard bearer of Scot- 
land, the petitioners being the Earl of | 
Lauderdale, Henry Serymgeour Wed- 
derburn and the Rey, R. C. Wedder- | 
burn. Mr. Wedderburn's claim was al- 
lowed, and be was commanded to at- 
tend the coronation and did so.

NEW CANADIAN 
BECOMES Bl 


United States, the Domin- 
ion and England Stirred 
by Agreement For 


Reduction of Cus- we 
toms Duties. anf 
000020 a

ANADIAN reciprocity as agreed 
C upon by President Taft and the 
Dominion government promises 
to be one of the biggest ques- 
Hons injected into American politics 
for many years. Already it is agitat- 
ng the entire country, and especially 
that portion of it along the Canadian 
vomer, and is forcing new allgnments 
In congress. There is serious doubt 
as to whether the president’s recom- 
iendation will be approved by both 


| houses at this session. It may not get 


through either house. The general 


‘opinion in Washington is that it will 
be passed by the house of representa- 


tives, however, and will be hung up 
without action in the senate. 

Properly speaking, the agreement is 
30t a treaty at all. It is simply a rec- 
ymmendatiou by the two governments 
that thelr respective legislatures enact 
into law certain tariff provisions af- 
fecting the two countries. The bill em- 
podying these recommendations must 
lake exactly the same course as any 
dther tariff measure. In the case of 
dur own congress this means that it 
must originate in the house and be 


|passed by that body before it goes to 


the senate. A majority vote in each 
uouse will carry it to the president for 
approval. 

If the understanding were really a 
treaty it would not go to the lower 
house at all, but would require ratifica- 
Hon only in the senate, which would 
have to pass it by a two-thirds vote. 
Under the circumstances it is extreme 
ly fortunate for the reciprocity agree- 
ment that it 1s not a treaty. 


Senate Doubtful of Status. 


There was a question ralsed in the 
senate on this very point, and as a re- 


{sult the president's message was taken 


from the finance committee and re- 


‘ferred to the forelgn relations commit- 


tee, which is the course a treaty would 
bave to take. It was understood, how- 
ver, that tho foreign relations com- 
mittes would simply pass on this one 
proposition, after which the measure 
would be returned to the finance com- 
mitteo, 

As the matter now stands a majori- 
ty of the Democrats favor the proposal 
and many of the Republican, including 
some of the Insurgents, oppose it. 
Champ Clark, who will be sj er of 
the next house, came out flatfootedly 
for Canadian reciprocity, and most of 
his supporters cheered his declaration. 
In the senate William J. Stone of Mis- 
souri bas taken a similar stand 
Among the Hepubilcans Hale, Hey- 
burn, MecCnomber, Oliver, Young and 


“ other reguinrs are unalterabiy hostile 
,to the proposal. 


Reveridge, progres-

On the one hand, Canadian reciproci- 
ty represents a step in the direction 
of tariff reduction, which they have 


‘long demanded; on the other, it takes 


the tariff from wheat and other farm 


‘products. These men come from agri- 


enitural states. Their contention is 
that it is not fair to remove the tariff 
from the things the farmer pas. | and 


‘leave it on manufactured progucts. , 
| They assert that the only benéfit the 


farmer will receive from the arrange 
ment is cheaper lumber. They also 
fear that it wlll increase the exodus of 


| American farmers into Canada. 


Price Reduction Predicted. 
The advocates of the measure say 
that it will reduce prices and at the 
same time make it more difficult to 


‘corner the necessaries of life, that it 


will bufid up the market for American 
goods across the border and that it 
will lead to better trade relations and 
tore cordial feelings between the two 
equutries. The railroads running into 
anada and thelr conuections in the 
United States are especially favorable 
to the agreement on the ground that 
it will increase their business. 

Incidentally your Uncle Sam is some- 
what doubtful also. Canadian trade 
looks goud to him, and he needs or 
boon may need those vast wheatfields 
to help feed his millions. But when 
he thinks of his own farmers and won- 
Jers what the change will do to them 
the old man falls into a brown study. 

Thera is one comforting thought. We 
are not the only ones in a quandary. 
The Canadians and the English are 
niso doing a bit of thinking. The Con- 
serratives in Great Britain are mak- 
{ng a roar compared with which some 
of our own objections are mild. They 
see the loss of Canadian trade, the 
dearth of Cangdian wheat, the stifling 
of Canadian industries and the enter- 
he wedge that may ultimately mean 
the annexation of the Dominion to the 
United States. 


England “Jollying” Canada. 

In this dilemma they welcome the 
selection of the king's uncle, the Duke 
of Connaught, as the new governor 
general of Canada. The Dominion is 
just now assuming an unwonted im- 
portance in their eyes.

It {s not without significance 
that it should be the Conservatives in 
Canada and England who fight the 
proposition and the standpatters who 
are against it in the United States. 


Many Important Reductions. 


The articles made free under the 
agreement generally cover foodstuffs 
ind the nesessaries of life, including 
nll kinds of live stock, grain, fresh 
ables and fruits, poultry, butter, 
eggs, fish and sea food, cottonseed oil, 
lumber and wood products, wire, some 


that step if there is not a vote on the 
proposition in both houses of congress | 
during the present session.

Success Seems Assured. 


With the large Democratic acres- 
sions in both houses in the new con- 
gress there is a belief that the proposal 
must ultimately go through.

{jean farmers. One is that the tariff 
on farm products is of little or no 
benefit to the farmer since he pro- 
duces a surplus above the amount 
needed for home consumption and the 
prices received are therefore fixed in 
the markets of the world. Advocates 
of this theory believe that the adoption 
of Canadian reciprocity will have a 
neglizgibie effect on our farmers. At 
the same time it will not materially 
reduce prices to consumers. It will 
tend, however, to prevent graln corners 
and stock market manipulations. j 

The other vlew is that the free im- 
portation of Canadian farm products 
will reduce American prices and will at- 
tract hosts of American farmers to the ; 
cheaper lands of the Dominion. Sup- 
porters of this idea aver that the only 
American beneficiaries of reciprocity 
will be the consumer, the railroad and 
the manufacturer. In the matter of

Admitting that there may be ground 
for criticism of the system of the 
work, Temple declares there was no 
wilful dishonesty in his department. 
He said that several persons have had | 
access to the cash account and have | 
had a chance to handle the money. 
he city treasurer said that employes 
in the office had the opportunity, it 
hey so desired, to alter the books. 

Upholding the action of Mayor 
Woods in requesting the resignation 
of Temple, the city council last night 
adopted without dissenting voice an 
order declaring vacant the oflice of 
city treasurer and collector of taxes 
and “removing for cause” Temple. 

Temple has been treasurer of thé 
city of Taunton for fifteen years. Hi 
ary is €2500 a vear. He has a 
beautiful summer home at Point In- 
dependence He has a yacht and an 
automobile. He has just ordered a 


new touring car. 

Temple was formerly president of 
the Taunton Safety Deposit and Trust 
company, Which failed while the city 
had $30,000 deposited in it. 

Temple was one of the directors of 
the Taunton theatre, an enterprise 
which flourished a few years ago and 
then went upon the financial rock 
This was his first financial disaster. 

Then the Safety Deposit and Trust 
company was formed and Temple took 
the presidency...) The trust company 
went into the hole as has been de- 
seribed. 

Next ne,was made president of the 
Taunton Ice company. The ice con® 
pany went, bad,.too, and Temple, it 
was learned, had been heavily loaded 
with thousands of hes worth otf 
stoek. . 

At about this time he was compelled 
to get anj;advanece of .his salary for 
several months. It is also learned that 
one year ago the city treasurer quietly 
took the poor debtor’s oath, and yet 
Within a few months had bought his 
first automobile.

| MRS. PERRY STARKWEATHER. 


Club women who were disappointed 
because an accident prevented Mrs. 
Starkweather of St. Paul, Minn., from 
delivering her lecture at the State 
Federation meeting on Friday after- 
noon will be interested to know some- 
thing about her work in Minnesota 
as told by Nan Russell Dunnigan in 
the following article: 

“Minnesota’s foremost feminine citi- 

, zen.” That is what those who know 
of her great work in the North Star 
state call Mrs. Perry Starkweather, 
assistant commissioner of labor of the 
state of Minnesota and head of its 
department of women and children. 

Four years ago the late Governor 
John A. Johnson, appreciating the in- 


,terest which Mrs. Starkweather had 


always taken in things which  per- 
tained to the welfare of the woman 
and child in industry, appointed her 


to investigate the conditions that sur- 
legis- 
lation for their benefit. For two years 
| she devoted herself exclusively to this 
work. She traveled from one end of 
the state to the other. Places where 
women and children were employed 
she visited, inspected and scrutinized. 
No phase of the industrial or economic 
problem escaped her. The conditions 
| which she found were such as would 
be expected in a state where women 
factory inspectors were unknown. 
brought 
depart- 


But most of all her work 
her to see the necessity of a 
ment where women and_= children 
might come for relief from condi- 
tions which they shared with others 
as workers, or for advice, direction or 
help as individuals. Her idea was to 
make this department a clearing 
house for the troubles which beset the 

! woman and child in industry, as well 
ds a place where any and every in- 
formation concerning children and 
women at work in Minnesota could be 

| catalogued and recorded. Much has 
been heard of the “National Children’s 

Bureau,” the e@tablishment of which 

the government has long contem- 
plated. In its department of women 
and children the state of Minnesota 
has already organized such a bureau 
and is fast perfecting it. 

Having gathered her statistics, Mrs. 

' Starkweather went before the state 

| legislature in 1909 and presented her 
plan. “You protect your fish and 
game eand live stock,’ she said, “are 
not your daughters, the mothers of 
the coming generation, worth as much 
to you?” The department of women 
and children was created and she was 
placed at the head of it. 

This department consists of Mrs. 
Starkweather and four women fac- 
tory inspectors, whose duties consist 
of more than mere factory inspection. 
They follow up the work of the factory 
inspection with personal visits to the 
homes of the workers and thus come 
in touch with other than the laboring 
side of their lives. In this way they 
are not only in a position to assist 
the working girl in time of trouble 
ahd sickness but they alsd gain a 
greater insight into the industrial con- 
ditions as they affect the individual. 


In the case of a child who is re- 
moved from an industry, his home life 
is investigated and if it is found that 
it is not absolutely necessary for him 
to work, he is compelled to attend 
school. If a school permit is granted 
such work is obtained for him as will 
not overtax his strength. In this way 
child loafing, which is often caused by 
removing a child from industry, is 
| completely done away with in this 

state. The following up of cases and 
the help which is accorded the indi- 
vidual is looked upon by Mrs. Stark- 
weather as the most important phase 
| of her work. Not to be a factory in- 
specting machine, but to be a human 
being and give such human aid as is 
possible, is the idea of this broad- 
minded and big-hearted woman of the 


middle west, and her idea is said to be 


the latest thought of social 
workers. = 
Although this department is but one 
year old, 2,618 places have been yis- 
ited where women and children were 
at work and in every instance general 
conditions have been improyed. Med- 


service. 


| ical attention, dental work, legal serv- 
| ices, attention of oculist and 


aurist! 
have been secured for needy girls. In 
three instances girls who died away 
from home and-friends were saved 
from the potter’s field and given a 
respectable burial by this department. 
Money has also been secured to send 
dependent girls back to_their homes. 
Five thousand and fifty-three children 
were placed in school throughout the 
state and a s¢hool census taken in 
one of the larger cities involved 6,657 
children. This was done to get exact 
data on child labor and child loafing. 
In one city a night school was started 
with 130 pupils. This year it has been 
continued by the local board of edu- 
cation. 


Mrs. Starkweather believes. that 
both the moral and industrial prob- 
lem would be largely solved if girls 
were kept in their homes until they 
were old enough to be safely self-sup—* 
porting. To aid in thisawork and pro- 
tect the young girl who comes to the 
city for employment she has had signs 
printed and, by the courtesy of the 
railroad companies, hung in every rail- 
way station in Minnesota. According 
to Miss Simms, national president of 
the Young Woman's Christian asso- 
ciation, the display of these signs is 
the most, far-reaching idea ever con- 
ceived for the protection of un-- 
sophisticated girl. 

“Teach your girls to be home mak- 
ers, prepare them for wifehood and 
motherhood; educate them toward the 
home, not away from it,” is the ad- 
vice Mrs. Starkweather invariably 
gives when speaking to a gathering of 
women. She is one of.the most bril- 
ljant orators in the state. She has a 
magnetic personality and a charming 
stage pdesence. his coupled with a 
rare sense of humor and the ability to! 
tell a dialect story with professional 
finish makes her delightful on the 
lecture platform. , With a complete 
knowledge of her subject she is sin- 
cere and convincing. She addressed 
the last biennial convention of wom- 


the 


‘an’s clubs at Cincinnati, and was one 


of the few women who spoke before 
the conservation congress which was 
held at St. Paul, She also addressed 
the New York Federation of Women's 
Clubs at Ithaca in November and will 


speak before the clubwomen of Bos- 
ton and Baltimore 4n February. 
Mrs. Starkweather has been active 


in public life in the northwest for the 
past ten years. Her first important 
civic work was in obtaining a building 
at the Minnesota State Soldiers’ home 
at Minnehaha Falls, for the care of 
old soldiers and their wives. At that 
time Mra. Starkweather was chairman 
of the Soldiers’ home committee of 
theWoman’s Relief corps. Not only 
did it seem the quintessence of cruelty 
to her, to separate old couples at the 
very sunset of their days, but it was 
impractical from an economic stand- 
point. If the husband was cared for 
by the state at the Soldiers’ home, the 


county in which the couple lived 
would be obliged to make provision 
for support of the aged wife. Plan- 


ning carefully Mrs. Starkweather ob- 
tained by the courtesy of a telephone 
company a long-distance telephone in 
her residence. When not engaged in 
making pies or darning socks the tele-- 
phoned the different county commis- 
sioners, HA this way she reached and 
had a personal talk with every coun- 


ty commissioner in the state. The re- 
sult was that the legislature appro- 
priated $75,000 for the home. She 


later obtained $10,000 to furnish it. 
It now stands a monument to fhe zeal 
of this capable and energetic woman. 


Mrs. Starkweather comes of illus- 
trious New England stock. On her. 
paternal side she is related to both 
the Whittier and Emerson families.’ 
She has a family of grown children 


and her duties as wife and mother al-; 
ways come first in her plans. 5

“The first right or a child is to be 
well born,” he said.» “No child is well 
born whose father is underpaid or 
whose mother is overworked before 
and after its birth. No child is well 
born who is born into a*home which 


has not been fitted for its coming; 
whose parents have not consciously 
and earnestly prepared themselves 


for the sacred duties. Childhood has a 
right to be well housed and ought not 
to be compelled to dwell in death- 
dealing tenements. Hundreds of chil- 
dren in New York alone are damned 
to life.

Every child 
who labors is denied the right of

Some day a wise state will 
introduce a system of child pensions 
or child boupties, which would really 
be home pensions, and thus maintain 
the home and leave a sole parent to 
keep the family together. Some homes 
of multi-millicnaires ought to be brok- 
en up for the better safety of the 
gtate, but to duom a woman widowed 
through industrial fuevitability to 
part from her children {8 a consum- 
mate cruelty on the part of the state. 
Tuberculosis is like war; anti-social 
disease and yet 35 out of 106 women 
applying for aid to a certain society 
last year were widowed by it, and the 
state must heip pay the penalty. Stop 
sweating of women and men workers 
and you will stay this deadly plague. 
Signs prohibiting spitting will not do 
it. 

“Child-labor protection ought to be 
mationg. not sectional. Sixty-six 
hours a week is the programme for 
many children. We seut money to the 
south, built up an industrial order 
and asked a bonus, in the lives of lit- 
tle children. Well may the words of 
Theodore Parker, the great apostle 
of freedom, come to mind: ‘Thy money 
perish if it destroy thy soul!’ North- 
ern capitalists are guilty of what

AMENDMENT 


‘Points to Defeat of Bill For

Direct Election of Senators 


Southern Men Not Inclined to Favor 
Which Gives Negroes | 
Equal Rights With Whites In Elec- | 
tions—Root Says Proposition to 
| Change Method Is an Effort to Evade | 
| Responsibility In Government

Washington, Feb. 11.—Votes | 
}enough have been promised in the} 
{senate to insure the adoption of the} 
| Sutherland amendment to the Borah | 
resolution for an amendment to the | 
constitution to provide for election of | 
| United States senators by the people. 
| This fact means -that in all likeli- | 
| hood the resolution will be permitted | 
|to reach a vote, and that, with the) 
| amendment adopted, the proposition | 
' will become obnoxious to Democratic 
senators from the southern states, | 
who will refuse to support the amend-! 


ed resolution and thus defeat the leg- | 
islation. 

Incidentally this expected outcome 
\is interesting as disposing of one of 
the most important measures before 
the senate, and thus removing another 
instrument for filibustering and delay. 

As reported by Senator Borah from 
the committee on the judiciary the 
resolution struck out section 4 of 
article 1 of the constitution, which 
places upon congress the duty of mak- | 
,/ing and the right to alter regulations 
as to the time, place and manner of 
electing senators and representatives, 
' except to the places of choosing sena- | 

tors. | 

The result of omitting this section 
would be to permit the states to make 
such regulations as they pleased rela- | 
tive to the election of senators, and in|

PRAYERS FOR 
IRE TO CURE 


Declared by New York Magis- 
trate to Be Illegal 


SHRISTIAN SCIENTIST I$ HELD 


Member of Publication Committee 
Says That Case Will Be Fought to 
the End—How the Court Views 
Question of Religious Liberty and 
Its Relation to Public Health and 
Treatment of Disease 


New York, Feb. 13.—William V. 
Cole, a Christian Science healer, who 
Was arrested on the complaint that he 
practiced medicine without a license, 
was held for trial in special sessions 
by Magistrate Freschi. Cole was ar- 
rested after he had treated a woman. 
Upon payment of a sum of money it 
is alleged, Cole prayed over her and 
told her she would soon get well. 
Magistrate Breschi, in holding Cole, 
said: 

“lam of the opinion that the treat- 
ment of disease by inaudible prayer is 
a violation of the laws of this state. 
The Christian Scientist has the right 
to belleve that he can heal by prayer, 
but I am of the opinion that if he car- 
ries and puts that belief into practice 
for hire then he exceeds his rights as 
an individual under the law and comes 
directly within the prohibition con- 
tuined in the constitution of the state 
of New Yawk.” 

Eugene R. Cox of the Christian 
Science publications committee, 
speaking for Christian Science prac- 
titioners in the city, said that in view 
of the constitetional guarantee of re- 
ligious HMberty, Christian Scientists 
were not perturbed over the develop- 
ments in the Cole case. He added that 
Christian Scientists would fight the 
matter to the highest courts and were 
confident of winning. 

Part of the magistrate’s decision 
touches directly on the question of re- 
ligious liberty as emphasized by Cox. 
“it Is of course true,” says the magis- 
trate, “that the state constitution 
erants to every person freedom of 
conscience in matters of religion; but, 
on the other hand, it specifically pro- 
vides that ‘the I{berty of conscience 
hereby secured shall not justify prac- 
tices inconsistent with the peace or 
safety of this state.’

HOUSEHOLD | RECIPES, 

Cracker Pudding. Roll with rolling 
piu, soda or common crackers, pour 
one pint boiling milk over them, cover 
close; when they have soaked one 
hour, beat them with a spoon; beat 
two eggs to a foam; stir them in, add 
one-quarter of a pound of suet, chop-| 
ped fine; add one-half pound seeded) 
raisins, and a little salt. Steam for! 
two and one-half hours and serve | 
with sauce.—Mrs. John Y. Gillespie. | 


Lemon Sauce for Pudding. One, 
large cup sugar, one-half cup butter, 
one egg, one large lemon all of the 
juice and half of the grated peel, three 
tablespoons of boiling water. Cream 
the butter and sugar, beat in the egg, 
whipped light; add lemon, beat hard 
10 minutes; add a spoonful at a time 
of the boiling water when ready for 
the pudding. 


Peanut Cookies. Shell and rub off 
the inner skin of sufficient roasted 
peanuts to measure one pint when 
chopped fine. Cream two tablespoon-! 
fuls of butter and one cupfu! of sugar; | 
add three eggs, two tablespoonfuls of 
milk, one quarter of a teaspoonful of 
salt, the chopped nuts and 
flour to make a soft dough. Roll out, 
eut in circles and bake in a moderate 
oven, 


Orange and Date Salad. One pound 
dates, four good sized oranges. French 
arenaing: one head lettuce. Separate 
ihe dates, cover with boiling water 
and cook for two or three minutes. 
Drain and dry in the oven. Cool, stone 
and cut in pieces lengthwise. Peel the 
oranges and cut out the sections of 
pulp, leaving the membrane. Wash 
and crisp the lettuce, arrange on a 
platter, pile the oranges in the centre 
and surround with the dates. Add the 
French dressing and serve. 

Grandmother’s Baked Beans. One 
quart of dry beans, two tablespoons 
New Orleans molasses, one pound of 
bacon, one teaspoon of soda, salt and 
pepper Wash the beans in hot water, 
drain, put in a kettle with the bacon 
and cover with boiling water; boil half 
an hour, add the soda, stir well, cook 
five minutes, and skim into a bean pot 
Season with salt and pepper,add the 
molasses, score the rind of the bacon, 
cover it with the beans, add boiling 
water till it stands on the top, and 
place in a moderate oven. Bake 
steadily six hours, adding hot water 
as they dry; after that time, the cover 
may be left off and the beans baked as 
dry as liked. The secret of success 
lies in using hot water throughout; 
cold water hardens and toughens 
beans. The bacon is much nicer than 
pork, giving a delicate smoky flavor. 
This recipe will make three quarts 
when done,

This was only the beginning. Mrs 
Crane and her Civic Improvement 
league next went after Kalamazoo's 
food supply. They visited the slaugh- 
ter houses, the dairies, the markets, 
turned {n to the 
clubs, the churches and the newspa- 
pers were so startling that the town 
almost lost its appetite. The result 
of the league's exposures was a law 
providing for municipal inspection of 
mmik and all market products. 
All the public institutions in the viein- 
Kalamazoo were next brought 
under the inspeetion of the league. 
The eimananes was found to be in a 
shocking condition of neglect. The 
women cleaned it up. Other institu 
tlons were examined and found lack- 
ing. The women supplied their wants, 
or, rather, they made the proper au 
thorities supply them. 

Having made Kalamazoo into the 
“spotless town” of the northwest, Mrs. 
Crane coutinued, by means of writing 
and lecturing, to preach the gospel of 
eivie clonniiness and order. Soon dis 
tant eftfes began to seud for this pub 
lic housekeeper to tell them their own 
shortcomings

Rule Which Shuts Off All Amend- 
ments—But Five Democratic Votes 
Recorded Against McCall Measure,

Washington, Feb. 15.—President 
Tafs reciprocity agreement with Can- 
ada was ratified in the house of rep- 
resentatives last night through the} 
support of an almost solid Democratic | 
yote, | 

The McCall bill, carrying the agree- |! 
ment into effect, was passed, 221 to 


92. A majority of the Republicans 
present voted against the measure, 
the division being 78 ayes and S87 
noes. The Democratic vote was 143 
ayes and 5 noes. 


A majority of the Republican insur- 
rents present voted for the bill, which 
the senate. What its 
fate will be in that body is problemati- 
this time. 

President Taft believes that if a 
fillbuster can be avoided and a vote 
taken, the bill will pass. 

He is insistent that the senate shall 
act one way or the other and has in- 
dicated that he would eall an extra 
session of congress if it does not do 
50. 

The passage of the bill in the house 
came at the end of a long. debate 
which at was as bitter as has 
been heard on the floor of that cham- 
ber in years. The fight was confined 
almost wholly to the Republicans, 
Democratic joined in from 
time to time and taunted the majority 
members for their lack of unity. 

A final vote reached only 
through the application of a cloture 
rule which shut off all amendments 
and even dispensed with the reading 
of the bill. This procedure was decid- 
ed upon after Mr. McCall, in 
charge of the bill, had failed to get 
unsnimous consent to do away with 
calendar Wednesday today. If that 
had been secured he said he would 
have been glad to let the debate con- 
tinue for another legislative day. 

The Republicans oposed to the Dill 
fought the rule to the very last, de- 
nouncing it in caustic language. They 
directed their fire especially against 
the Democrats. 

Under the cloture rule, which was 
adopted by a vote of 198 to 107, the 
loophole left to the opponents of 
the measure was a motion to recom- 
mit the bill to the committee of the 
whole house with Instructions to re- 
amendments. When the 
time came to do this half a dozen 
members were clamoring for recogni- 
tion.

These double locks, of which there are 
three, are 1,000 feet long, 110 feet 
wide and 80 feet high. 

These have gates which are 45 feet 
wide, 82 feet in height and 7 feet thick 
of solid steel weighing 400 tons. The 
canal will take 2 years more to com- 
plete and when finished will 
from 9 to 12 hours to traverse.

Doubts Genuineness of Slip Evidencing 

Holstlan’s Deposit In State Bank of 
In Which Governor of IIli-

Chicago,

Washington, Feb. 15.—Senator 
Bailey resumed his argument in the 
enate in support of the report of the | 
committee on privileges and elections, 
exonerating Senator Lorimer of Illi- 
nois from the charge of bribery in 
connection to his election to the sen- 
ate, 

He quickly entered upon sensational 
srounds by practically charging forg- 
ery against the Ilinois State bank of 
Chicago, in which he sald Governor 
Deneen is interested. The Texas sen- 
ator returned to the consideration of 
his charge that the bank deposit slip 
evidencing State Senator Holstlaw’s 
deposit in the State bank of Chicago 
had been a forgery. He referred to 
the fact that on Monday Senator Cum- 
mins had sought to introduce the orig- 
inal slip, which it was claimed had 
been made out by Chief Clerk Newton 
of the bank. 

Mr. Cummins, Balley said, had per- 
mitted him to take the paper, and add- 
ed that his examination of it had only 
had the effect of confirming his theory 
that the slip had been a forgery. He 
was sure that the handwriting shown 
in Newton's signature was not the 
same as that on the slp. 

What he admitted was a delicate 
branch of his investigation was then 
entered upon by Bailey. Expressing 
surprise that the slip only and not the 
books of the bank had been intro- 
duced in the testimony, the senator 
said that the slip was the only paper 
on the bank’s files that could have 
been forged. He seemed to find a 
possible explanation in Deneen’s con- 
nection with the bank.

LET OTHERS SHARE. 

If such extensive use is feasible’ 
there can be no possible obstacle to 
‘giving the granite men of South and 
West Quincy similar advantage of 
cheap water from the reservoir. Their 
plants are nearer the reservoir and 
they are not now enjoying the privi- 
lege of obtaining water below cost. 
In fact some of the granite men have 
found the Metropolitan water so ex- 
| pensive that they have been obliged to 
‘dig wells to obtain their water. 
| Moreover, the idea of giving all this 
water to the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company shows very poor’ business 
judgment. The Water department at 
present is not self-sustaining, and yet 
it is proposed to throw away this 
source of income, and the opportunity 
which it affords of benefiting other 
industries in the Point district and al- 
‘so in South and West Quincey. 

It is evident that any income re-, 
ceived from the use of the old reser- 
voir must necessarily reduce the 
amount to be paid from water receipts 
/and consequently reduce the cost of 
water to the general consumer. 

BAD FINANCIERING. 

To give the entire use of this reser- 
voir as a source of water supply to the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Company for) 
the paltry sum of $1,000 per year is) 
‘ridiculous. During the year 1907 this 
Company used 89,773,802 gallons of 
metered water for which it paid at the 
rate of eight cents per thousand gal- 
lons, $7,181.91. This same quantity of | 
water at fifteen cents per thousand | 
‘gallons would have cost a granite | 
manufacturer about $14,000 and at| 
‘thirty cents per thousand = gallons} 
; would have cost the general consumer |} 
‘about $27,000. 

This, I may add, did not include the 
large quantities of water which the| 
company used from the fire hydrants! 
for the purpose of testing its boilers, | 
ete., and which was not metered and! 
for which the city received no pay- | 
ment. The company has since con-| 
structed a reservoir at the foot of 
South street, but I am informed that 
iit has not been a success, and that as 
ja matter of fact the company has paid 
the city more for water since then than 


it did during the year 1907.

| The provision continuing this con- 
tract for a period of thirty years makes 
the injustice of it even more apparent 
There is a possibility that in the mean- 
time the city might have an oppor- 
‘tunity of selling the reservoir either to 
the State or to towns not within the 
Metropolitan district. 

The price received would materially 


{charged to water receipts and so 
| greatly reduce the cost of water. The 
‘eontract as at present drawn would 
preclude the city from availing itself 
of such an opportunity. Nor does 
the provision for the cancellation of 
the contract relieve the situation. In 
the first place it does not become 
operative until after the expiration of 
15 years and then only after revocation 
‘by the Mayor and a ratification of the 
revocation by two successive Councils

So New York May Amend 


Ancient Code, 
FENCES NO LONGER GARES. 


Property by “Cattle, Sheep, Hogs or 
Other Animals,’ So Aldermen Are 
Not Called Upon to Decide Tres- 
pass Damages on Broadway. 


The New York aldermen at present 
have on their hands the task of bring- 
ing up to date the code of ordinances 
for the city. Mayor Gaynor request- 
ed a revision of the code last year 
and, dissatisfied with the result, has 
asked the city fathers to do some 
more codifying. 

The mayor's objection to the code as 
it stands is that it is not up to date. 
There are many sections which have 
grown obsolete, he says, and which 
ought to be cut out along with other 
sections which are in conflict with 
stute laws which take precedence, 

As an filustration of how far behind 
the times are some of the code’s pro- 
visions Chief Francis V. S. Oliver of 
the bureau of licenses thinks that the 
following paragraphs, which he ran 
across the other day, are about the 
worst: 

“All outside and 
and all fences erected on the line of 
any public road, street, lane or ave- 
nue in the borough of Manhattan 
shall be at least five feet high and 
shall be built of good and substantial 
materials, sufliclent in all respects to 
keep out and prevent the encroach- 
ments of cattle, sheep, hogs and other 
animals, and shall be kept in good re- 
pair and of the helght above men- 
tioned. 


Up to the Tenants. 

“The owner or owners, lessees of 
lessee, tenant or tenants, of any lot, 
piece of ground or premises upon 
which any fence not of the height and 
that shall not be erected in the man- 
ner and meintained at the height men- 
tioned in the preceding section or who, 
having erected the same, shall not 
keep the same in good repair shall not 
recover for any damage he, they or 
she may sustain from cattle, sheep, 
hogs or other animals doing damage 
upon his, their or her premises, nor 
shall any cattle, sheep or other animal 
be placed in pound for doing damage 
unless such fence be erected and kept 
of the height and in the manner men- 
tioned in the last preceding section. 

“In ense of any dispute between the 
parties concerning any fence embraced 
within this article or the sufficiency 
thereof the matter shall be determined 
by tie alderman for the time being 
of the district in which such fence 
may be situated.”

The building should not be attempt- 
ed unless it were to be done in a guit- 
able and substantial manner. If 
sufficient interest was shown Mr. 
Page thought it would be a good idea 
to form an organization and issue 
stock. 

In the opinion of William M. Chase 
it should not be wholly a matter of 
dollars and cents. There should be 
some sentiment to it,s and results 
should not be based simply upon re- 
turns. The building should not only 
be ornamental but large. It should be 
built of brick and cement in order that 
it might be fireproof and lasting. Such 
a building would mean an investment 
of at least $30,000 or $40,000 and about 
$2,500 a year for maintenance, includ- 
ing heating, lighting, janitors fees and 
the like. In a community of approxi- 
mately 5000 people we ought to have 
some such common meeting place. 
Without it we are forced to go else- 
where. It is not an impossible thing. 
The only sticking point is, How are 
we to raise the funds? 

Mr. Page said that with such an In- 
stitution we would find ourselves 
knitted together in a closer communi- 
ty. We would be brought in touch 
with other people and unite in a more 
fraternal manner. We should con- 
sider it as a sort of a legitimate tax 
that will benefit the entire community.

Collier to Cost About Half a 
Million Dollars 


On Monday the New England Coal 
and Coke Company signed another 
contract with the Fore River Ship- 
building Company of Quincy for a 
steel collier with a capacity of 7,200 
tons, to cost about half a million dol- 
lars. 

The capacity is the same as the col- 
liers Everett, Malden and Melrose 
built in Quincy in 1907 but the new 
collier will be of greater breadth and 
depth and not so long. 

The Malden is 400 feet over all, 
feet extreme ‘breadth, 32 feet 6 ae 
depth. It is a single screw steamship 
of the single deck type with long 
poop, bridge and forecastle, and con- 
structed on what is known as the self- 
trimming system. 

The Everett was launched July 11, 
1907, the Malden on Sepr. 19, 1907, and 
the Melrose Noy. 6, 1907. These three 
ships have been profitably engaged in 
transporting coal from the mines to

Men of science from the Ohlo uni- 
versities made special trips to Marion 
to study the problem.

Bostonian Who Had Meteoric Finan- 
cial Career by Which Prominent Men 
Were Duped Had Been Sought For | 
Three Months—Secured Many Vie- | 
tims by His Apparent Profession of 


Religious Feeling 


Boston, Feb. 25.—Robert E. Davie, | 
who was familiarly known about | 
Boston as the “boy broker’ and who 
suddenly disappeared late in Novem- | 
ber, leaving behind him many people | 
who are said to have lost upwards of 
$300,000 through entrusting their | 
money to his care for investment, has | 
been arrested in Rio Janeiro. | 

News of Davie’s arrest upon in- | 
formation sent to police officials | 
throughout the world, in the form 28) 
a circular bearing the broker's picture | 
and description, came to Deputy Sup- | 
erintendent of Police Watts at police 
headquarters in the form of a cable- 
gram which read as follows: | 

“Davie arrested. Wire instructions. | 
Advisable obtain provisional order of | 
detention from Secretary of State. 
Slechta, Consul.” 

Consul Slechta represents the Unit- 
ed States government at the Brazilian | 
Watts immediately com- 
municated with Governor Foss to 
make the proper move for the desired 
papers. As sogn as arrangements can 
be made, inspectors will be sent to 
Brazil to bring the broker to Boston 
for trial. 

The career of Davie furnishes one of | 
the most sensational chapters in local 
“high finance,” for he not only ob- | 
tained the confidence of many people | 
in ordinary walks of life, but also of | 
business men of wealth, prominence | 
in public life and the best financial | 
standing.

“I don’t believe he is broke,” said 
Watts.. “We have positive knowledge 
that just before he went away from 
here he got cash amounting to 
| from $8000 to $10,000 on stocks that 
|he negotiated. All that money has 
not been spent since he left. 

“We have now discovered that, 
when Davie left Boston, he had about 
$80,000 worth of negotiable securities 
‘salted away.’ The stock was of the 
London issue of the Kansas. City 
It is a 
Standard stock, easily negotiable in 
any part of the world. It looks as 
though ho had it tucked away for use 
in case of emergencies. 

“I don't believe the story that he 
will come back without a fight, either. 


| We will have a lot of trouble about 


getting him extradited. It may take 
two or three months before we get him 
back here, but we'll get him. 

“I have not decided yet who will go 
after him. Two men will probably 
go.

HE completion of the Panama 
canal at our doors is brought

Of course everybody hopes that there 
will be no more war. We have been 
hoping the same thing for over 2 
years.

We still 
believe that “they” will do th!s, but 
ihe nations have not done it yet and 
give no certain indication when they 
will, The powers run a race in build- 
ing Dreadneughts and increasing ar- 
mament Moreover, the ndvocates of 
fortification at Panama insist that this 
would be a defensive rather than an 
offensive measure. It would meke for 
peace rather than war. It would dis- 
courage and not invite attack. The 
fortifications would be no menace to 
commerce. They would never be used 
except against an enemy of the canal 
or an epemy of the country ownlng 
the canal. 


For Police Duty. 


Another argument in favor of forti- 
fications is that they are necessary in 
the proper policing of the great water- 
way. They are required to enforce 
neutrality. The duty of policing and 
protecting the canal and of making it 
neutral rests on the United States gov- 
ernment. Who then can object if we 
take the necessary steps to perform 
our duty? 

The weakness of an international 
agreement for assuring the neutrality 
of the canal is that an international 
agreement would necessarily consist of 
treaties between individual nations, 
and in time of war such treaties are 
hardly worth the paper on which they 
are written. Besides, what is to pre- 
vent some irresponsible nation that is 
not a signatery to the agreement from 
inflicting injury on the waterway? 
Even if there were an understanding 
somebody would still have to police 
the canal, and for this purpese some 
sort of fortification would be essential. 
From the American viewpoint there 
would be another fatal defect in the 
plan. In case of war, say, between the 
United States and Japan there would 
be nothing to prevent a Japanese fleet 
from passing through the canal and 
attacking the Atlantic coast. Thus the 
waterway we ourselves had built 
would be nsed for our own injury. 

It wes the military necessity thet 
first crystallized American sentiment 
for the enterprise.
